Samuel 
Lipmann, 
Hyman 
Lackowsky 
and Mollie 
Stiemer. 
They were convicted, it 
wras said, for activities against the 
draft act during the war. The three 
men are imprisoned at Atlanta and 
the woman at Jefferson City, Mo. 
Should such action be decided 
I upon, it was explained, the prison­ 
ers would not be pardoned, but 
their sentences would merely ex­ 
pire upon condition of their going 
to Russia and not returning to this 
country. 
Should they return, it 
w\as asserted, they 
would render 
themselves liable to imprisonment 
again. 
While any administration action 
j in connection with the three men 
(and the woman, it was declared, 
would not indicate any general pol­ 
icy in connection with the war law 
1 offenders, how ever, it wras intimat­ 
ed that a number of the approxi­ 
mately 200 prisoners now serving 
sentences for 
these 
offenses are 
foreign-born and their deportation 
might solve the problem of their 
ultimate treatment by the govern­ 
ment.
